A petition.was received from resi- 
dents of Second Street south west, 
signed by Wilson & Teasdale, T. J. 
Spears, and Mrs. N. Curr, asking that 
the water service be extended to 
that section of the city. Filed. 

A petition was also received from 
residents of First St. $.5. asking that 
city water that

P. Simons, and nine others. Filed. 

The Western General Electric Co. 
wrote asking for a rebate on taxes on 
telephone system amounting to nine 
months.

$2391.58 paid in for taxes, which 
would be $896.84. 

Ald. Collison and Stone moved that 
the letter from the Western General 
Electric Co. be referred to the assess- 
or and the solicitors for a report, to 
be submitted at the earliest possible 
moment, and at the latest not later 
than the next regular meeting. Car- 
ried. 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The Commissioners brought in the 
following report: 

1. We recommend that a clean-up 
week, commencing May 17, be held, 
and that citizens be requested to 
clean up their premises thoroughly. 

2. Messrs. Malcolm and Gamble re- 
ported to us that they had thoroughly 
investigated the lighting situation at 
the hospital, and had decided to 
change the system somewhat so that 
much more light will be obtained at 
less cost. As they-require some mon- 
ey for financing we have placed in the 
accounts submitted a voucher for 
$500.00 on account of grant provided 
in the estimates. 

3. On Friday the river commenced 
to rise rapidly, and, with Ald. Col- 
lison, we inspected the intake and 
decided it would not be possible to do 
much to protect the intake wells at 
present as little damage can be done 
to the wells. We notified the Wes- 
tern General Electric Company that 
{t would. be advisable for them to 
take immediate steps to protect their 
power house from probable floods, and 
jnstructed Foreman Jones to have 
all moveable material removed to high 
ground. On Saturday the intake gave 
trouble through blocking up with 
silt, and the C. P. Ry. intake was 
blocked also so that we had had to 
supply them with water, which ran 
our supply short. Immediate steps 
were taken by Foreman Jones to clear 
the intake, and we hope to keep an 
ample supply available, but it will be 
very muddy at the best. Steps will 
have to be taken to improve the in- 
take system entirely. 

4, Last week Waskaco Creek rose 
suddenly, and though we expected this 
to happen, the cold weather and fre- 
quent snow storms immediately prior 
to the sudden thaw prevented our 
doing very much to prepare for it, 
and the water rose so rapidly that it 
was impossible to control it near the 
Joxhibition grounds, and the citizens 
were called upon to assist in holding 
it at 2nd Avenue before it could do 
any material damage to property. 
This was done, and we wish to ex- 
press our appreciation to the many 
citizens who assisted in this ‘work. 
We believe the danger from floods in 
the creek is now over unless the river 
rises to a great height and batks up 
the creek. 

5. The roads are very rough at pres- 
ent, and we can see little chance of 
getting them much improved ‘at pres- 
ent without great cost, as gravel 
cannot be obtained. We have more 
work for Foreman Jones at present 
than he can possibly handle, and 
some of it will have to wait for a 
time. More water and sewer connecc- 
tions are applied for than for some 
years and other important work is 
pressing. The team will have to be 
on the water cart a great deal from 
now on, nd hired teams cost $1.00 per 
hour. We have done the best we can 
to get the roads passable. 

6. During the flood it was necessary 
to raise the street grade on 2nd Ave. 
“ast, and after that the work of rais- 

ing the grade on Ist St. South, as ap- 
proved by members of the Council, 
was completed. ’ 
_ 1%. Chief Anderson reports that a 
great deal of damage has been cone 
to buildings in the Exhibition grounds 
since A. H. Trimble moveu out, and 
that vandalism costing many dollars 
has been done already.

A meeting of the Executive of the 
Red Deer School Fair Association was 
held in the City Hall on Saturday, May 
1, for the purpose of discussing the 
prize list.

The present enrolment {s between 
1,400 and 1,500, including returned 
soldiers who are retraining in vari- 
ous branches of skilled work, par- 
ticularly engineering. Scores of 
promising returned soldiers have been 
turned out as capable motor mecha‘1- 
ies. Steam engineering and the 
handling and repairing of farm trac- 
tors are also taught. Agricultural 
students, principally the sons of 
farmers, are training in livestock 
handling and judging, and even in 
the care and management of poultry.

ARE PREHISTORIC 
ALBERTA FIELDS 
BEING STRIPPED? 


, 

While excavating at Berry Creek, 
Alberta, last week, a resident found 
the fossilized remains of a huge shell 
fish and those of a big fish. The ir- 
idiscent, phosphoric hues still were 
retained in the solid rock formation 
and a crust of limestone had been 
broken .off to show the true lines of 
the mollusk and those of the fish. 
In fact the fish’s ribs were clearly 
marked. 

The resident took the specimens 
into The Herald office, Calgary, last 
week and showed them to several 
Calgarians who are interested in the 
conservation for Canada of the 
prehistoric remains in Alberta. He 
said the American scientific societies 
keep a man engaged in the Red Deer 
river valley prospecting for fossils 
and that they pay up to $1,000 a 
specimen, depending upon its nature 
and the perfection in which it is ex- 
tracted from the rock. 

He contended that the Dominion 
should keep a strict control of these 
fossils and should insist that Canada 
get the first choice of the specimens 
for the educational benefit of her 
own people. Asit was, the specimens 
were being shipped out in wholesale 
fashion and the field was being strip- 
ped. 

The matter was drawn to the at- 
tention of several citizens, and these 
have gone’so far as to submit the 
question to Ottawa. What they wish 
to know is whether these specimens 


are to be regarded as_ natural re- 
sources. If the answer is in the 
affirmative, then the claim will be 


made that the federal government has 
no business to allow their exploita- 
tion and exportation without consult- 
ing the province.

Most people will agree with the 
Vancouver World in the following 
reference to the explanations regard- 
ing his war record recently offered in 
the Dominion House by the Liberal 
leader. The World says: 

“There were others like Mr. King 
in Canada on August 4, 1914.

STOP: LOGKs LISTEN: 
USE MORE CARE 


Tons of Steel are Harder to Stop Than 
Any Motor Made. 

Careless and thoughtless driving of 
motor cars have cost the lives of 
many people and millions of dollars 
damage since the auto came into gen- 
eral use in the United States and 
Canada. The railroads of both coun- 
tries have been forced to pay out 
large sums of money in damages. 

It should be remembered by all 
drivers of motor cars that a train has 
to run on tracks and that a motor 
car has a certain amount of freedom 
in this regard. It should be remem- 
bered that a motor can be stopped 
within a few feet while it often takes 
far more than one hundred yards for 
a train to stop. Always look before 
crossing a railroad and be sure to ap- 
proach at a speed such that allows 
you perfect control of your mchine. 

The growing list of fatalities from 
motor cars is alarming. In the Unit- 
ed States it has reached such a stage 
that the public is crying out against 
it and in some cities some novel plans 
of punishment have been put in force. 
In Chicago speeders are sentenced to 
make a slow trip through the morgue 
under the guidance of a deputy cor- 
oner. In Youngstown, Ohio, speeders 
are sentenced to hold watch beside 
the dead body of their victim or at 
the hospital bedside of their injured 
victim. New York City makes the 
speeders go through practically the 
same procedure on arrest that they 
would the most daring criminal. 
Photographs and finger prints are 
taken and a “rogues” gallery is main- 
tained. 

GRAND JURY REPORT 

St. Louis gives a splendid example 
of how serious the public are consid- 
ering this question. In that city a 
grand jury was in session for four 
months and two-thirds of a lengthy 
report submitted dealt with recom- 


mendations for the safety of the 
citizens of the city. 

Undoubtedly much of these _ facts 
bear on accidents on streets of the 


| different cities, nevertheless, it shows 
‘how public opinion is shaping in the 
| United States in regard to careless 
| drivers. There is no reason in the 
{ world why a driver.of a motor car 
; Cannot proceed along a city street or 
‘a country road with full control of his 
| machine. Automobiles are built for 
| business and pleasure and not for the

AT RAILWAY CROSSINGS

that often motorists will not take 
proper precautions at railway cross- 
ings, appearing to act in practically 
i the same manner as the pedestrian in 
the above quotation.

mobiles on these highways in 1917—' 
an increase of approximately 100 per, 
cent. in five years. The Society's re- ! 
port furnishes proof, besides railroad 
experience and records, that this rail- 
road grade crossing slaughter was, 
due to recklessness and the assisting 
companions, who almost invariably; 
accompany drivers, and that these are 
the factors to be dealt with vigor: 
ously and rigorously if there is to be’ 
a cessation of street and railroad 
grade crossing accidents. 


» The alarming increase in the num-' 
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ber of accidents to motors at high- 
way crossings, with the attending _ 
shattering of the nerves of enginemen 
and their incapacitation for the very 
responsible duties of their positions 
caused the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company some time ago to have ob- 
servations made at certain highway 
crossings on their system for the 
purpose of noting the conduct of per- 
sons about to cross their track. It 
was seen that seventy-five per cent. 
of the people neither stopped, looked 
or listened for approaching trains, but 
crossed the railway without apparent: 
ly the slightest thought forthe safely 
of either themselves or anyone else. 
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NEWS WEEKLY SERMON 


By Rev. G. D. Armstrong 


Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, be- 
cause thou hast seen me, thou hast 
believed; Blessed are they that have 
not seen and yet have believed.—Jno. 
20:29. 

I once heard John Morley give an 
address to the students of a Univer- 
sity, and in doing so he left a state- 
ment to be cherished in the minds of 
those who heard him. It was this: 
“Learn to know when a thing is prov. 
ed.” 

This maxim may well serve to guide 
us in these days of inte}lectual grop- 
ing and spiritual restlessness. Whtiie 
we hold tenaciously to the truths 
which have come to us by tradition, 
let‘us not be blind to the revelations 
which the future may unfold, avoid- 
ing on the one hand a fear of that 
which is strange and new, and upon 
the other a spirit of credulity which ' 
would lead us to accept without ques- 
tioning theories which will not stand | 
the test of reason. We shall make | 
progress in mind and spirit when we. 
learn to discriminate between the | 
true and the false, the evil and the 
good. 

Among the varied types of mind 
represented in the circle of Christ’s | 
disciples we find one who reflects the j 
enquiring temper of the present age. 

Our text presents to us a personal- 
ity and a problem. We find here a 
man who is not easily convinced—a 
sceptical kind of man who is not wil- | 
ling to take truth on hearsay; 


who - 
does not rely upon the testimony of | 
others, but who insists upon investi- 
gating and proving things for him- 
self. A man, however, who ‘js not 
wedded to his unbelief but is essen- 
tially honest in his mental outlook. 
Such a man justifies the statement of 
Tennyson, “There dwells more faith 
in honest doubt, believe me, than in: 
half the creeds.” Thomas was loyal | 
to his Master, as also to himself, and 
when convinced of thetruth was ready , 
to go anywhere in loyal devotion to | 
the One he at last recognized as his ' 
Lord and his God. Thomas, of all | 
the disciples, reflects most truly the 
scientific temperament, and it should : 
be noted that Jesus was ready to 
fully meet the tests, which Thomas | 
found necessary to satisfy his mind. 

The problem which Thomas faced 
is one that looms largely in the mind 
of man today, “If a man die, shall he 
live again?” Does personality per- 
sist; eternal form still dividing the 
living soul from the universe? And 
granted that the soul is“ immortal, 
can those who have passed _ within 
the veil communicate with those who 
remain on earth? These questions 
are active in the public mind, and en- 
quiry will not be stifled by the dog- 
matic assertions of an Archbishop, | 
years ago: “If these communications 
confirm the Bible, we need them not; 
if they contradicc it, we heed them 
not.” The-age in which we live is 
not in any mood to have its questions 
unanswered or its attitude toward ! 
truth held in contempt by those who 
ridicule instead of reason. 

The controversy of the nineteenth 
century over mind and matter has re- 
asserted itself, and the contending 
voices will not be easily silenced. 
So long as extremfsts will maintain | 
on the one hand “the nothingness of ! 
material existence,” or on the other 
the idea that thought, feeling and will | 
are but secretions of the brain and 
dependent upon {t for existence, so 
long will the mind of man seek for 
the truth which Hes between these ex: | 


treme views. Just as astronomers at 
last discovered a planet which scien- 
tific enquiry had led them to believe 
must exist, to explain facts which 
they had already learned; so we are 
justified in assuming that neither | 
matter or spirit exist to the mutual 
exclusion of the other, but we. shall 
surely some day discover some form 
of life in which their essential one- 
ness is revealed. We are living in a 
universe in which both time and space 
are infinite. The greatest discovery 
of all {s the discovery of ourselves. 
The law of “the conservation of en- 
ergy” in the material world has its 
counterpart in the realm of the spirit 
in the sublime truth of the immortal- 
ity of the soul. The great mystery 
which lies about us is found in our 
positive existence, life; and not in 
the shades of death. Continuity, 
growth, progress, are as truly God’s

Road Grader Explained 

Mr. McIntyre, for the U. G. G., pre- 
sented the work of the Adams’ grader, 
from a small model of grader and road. 
Their big 12 foot grader was operated 
by a 30-60 tractor. This grader can 
build a road 28 ft. wide, from ditch to 
ditch, with the ditch 18 inches deep, 
with a road rounded from ditch to 
ditch and left in such a condition that 
an automobile can run over it at the 
rate of 30 miles an hour, when finished.

(Experimental Farms Note) 


The potato is one of our most im- 
portant crops, and yet it is one that 
very often does not receive the at- 
tention it should. It is the practice 
of many farmers to leave the plant- 
ing of potatoes until practically all 
other crops are in. With the excep- 
tion of, perhaps, some parts of the 
Maritime Provinces, this late plant- 
ing means a much smaller yield than 
there would be if the planting were 
done before the middle or by the mid- 
dle of May. By the end of May or be- 
ginning of June the seed potatoes 
have sprouted so much that when 
these are broken off at planting 
time the new shoots will not come on 
with the same vigour as they did 
early in the season. Furthermore, it 
is important for the potato to get a 
good roct’ system before tho hot 
weelher cets in. 

It is of the greatest importance to 
use good seed. Two lots of seed of 
the same variety which look very 
much alike may give a difference of 
three hundred or more ‘bushels per 
acre in the crop, as has been shown 
in experiments at the Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. In 1919, for instance, 
one lot of Irish Cobbler yielded at the 
rate of 378 bushels per acre and an- 
other 37 bushels per acre. The best 
Green Mountain Stock ylelded 330 
bushels per acre and one of _ the 
poorest 46 bushels per acre. 

If possible, one should know where 
the seed was grown the previous year 
that he is about to use. If it came 
from a crop, the plants of which grew 
vigorously until cut down by 
then, if free from disease, it will, as 
a rule, yield a much better crop than 
if it is from a crop the plants of which 


the tubers lay in hot soil the rest of 
the season. This year when the price 
of potatoes is so high there will be a 
temptation to use small potatoes for 
seed. If these small potatoes come 
from a good crop the previous year 
the results are likely to be satisfac- 
tory if the season is favorable, 
if they are from a small crop 
previous year when the plants dried 
up early the plants this year are 
weak and the yield not very goo 
Good sized sets of from one and a 
half to two ounces have been’ found 
the most satisfactory taking one year 
with another, although if the season 
is particularly favorable smaller sets 
will produce a good crop, but one 
cannot tell what the season will be, 
hence it is bétter to be on the safe 
side. 

The distance of planting which 
has been found most economical in 
most places in Canada is, rows two 
and a half to three feet apart, and 
sets twelve to fourteen inches apart 
in the rows. While quite shallow 
planting has given the highest aver- 
age yields at Ottawa, it is necessary 
to plant about four inches deep for 
field culture to enable one to harrow 
before the potatoes are up without 
pulling up the sets. 

The varieties which have 
most generally satisfactory in Cana- 
da are Irish Cobbler as an 
potato and Green Mountain 
main crop or later variety. 
varieties which cannot be distinguish- 
ed from Green Mountain and are in- 
cluded in the Green Mountain group 
are Gold Coin, Uncle Sam, Wee Mac- 
Gregor. and Delaware. The Dooley 
of the rural group has done well in 
the warmer parts of Ontario, and in 
coast climates Burbank is also popu- 
lar.

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SCHLESWIG GIVEN 
BACK TO DENMARK 


Enthuslastic Scenes Accompany Re- 
turn of Duchy to Original Owners.

Copenhagen, May 5.—Danish troops 
today occupied northern Schleswig, 
the people of which on February 10 
last, inea plebiscite provided for in 
the peace treaty, voted by a large ma- 
jority for a return of this part of the 
territory to Danish nationality. 

The Germans had been in control 
there since 1866. Enthusiastic 
scenes accompanied the arrival of 
the Danes at Sonderburg, There 
the entire population. among them 
a number of aged persons who still 
remember the rain of German shells 
on the town and about 50 veterans 
of the war of 1864 were out to cheer 
them. A force of Danes also arrived 
in Hadersleven and were welcomed by 
a crowd estimated to aggregate 
20,000. Danish and French troops’ 
marched through beflagged streets 
to the barracks where, amid great 
rejoicing, the German colors were 
hauled down and the Danish flag was 
hoisted. At Lenden, British troops 
were drawn up to receive the Danes. 

Admiral Sheppard, commander of 
the allied occupation forces, will 
officially transfer the military author- 


ity to the Danish commander at 
Sonderberg. 
In the war of 1864 Prussia and 


Austria wrested the Duchies of Schles- 
wig and Holstein from Denmark. Two 
years later Prussia’s victory over 
Austria resulted in the incorporation 
of the duchies in the dominions of 
Prussia with the provision that the 
people ultimately decide their nation- 
ality by plebiscite.

Realising 
the unseasonable hours at which 
trains frequently arrive, and_ the 
difficulty of finding housing accommo- 
dation in a strange city even in broad 
daylight, it is easy to understand 
what a boon this department of the 
“yY”" work is to the women and girls 
coming from out of town. When as 
so frequently happens, under present 
conditions the “Y’ home is filled to 
overflowing, the secretaries assist 
strangers as far as possible to find 
desirable rooms elsewhere. They 
also endeavor to “follow up’ the new 
girls coming to town and do what 
they can to ensure their welfare and 
happiness. 

In spite of being handicapped by an 
inadequate building, the “Y" has dur- 
ing the past year ministered in some 
form or another to over ten thousand 
girls, women and children.
